For the year 1938-39, at Ingalls Memorial Library, we may 
report a period of normal activity and usefulness. —The new heat- 
ing plant is producing results which are enjoyed by all who visit 
the library on wintry days and we are looking forward to an occa- 
sional use of the fireplace for late Spring and early Fall when 
steam heat is not required. This will serve a twofold purpose,—of 
saving fuel and adding attractiveness to our reading room. 

The hurricane passed us by without serious damage removing 
only some of the slate and the copper coping from the roof, both 
of which have been replaced. The Selectmen, in view of the urg- 
ent need of additional funds after the hurricane, decided to give 
up the project for the Town offices in the library basement; there- 
fore the protection of the foundation walls from undermining 
influences of excessive water in rainy periods, which was included 
in that project, was not accomplished. It seems to the trustees an 
immediate necessity, that this improvememnt be taken care of, to 
insure the stability of the library structure and to prevent a much 
greater expense if the foundations should settle and the walls 
drop. For this purpose an article will be introduced in the war- 
rant to see if the Town will raise the required funds. We are also 
asking for an increase in our regular appropriation, made neces- 
sary by our more efficient library service, extra fuel requirements, 
and lower interest rates on our legacies. But we do feel that in our 
library we have a worth while asset for our community which gives 
pleasure and benefit to all of our citizens who choose to use it. 

May we at this time thank those who have remembered us 
with gifts of books, papers and magazines,—Mrs. William Cleaves, 
Mrs. Ethel Wheeler and Mrs. Richards; and may we express our 
appreciation to our librarian and janitor for their continued 
faithful and efficient services.

The above statistics will show that our book stock is grow- 
ing, our periodical supply is of a fair size, and our circulation is 
progressive; also our State government and University Extension 
service are keeping us well supplied with up to the minute reports. 
No record has been kept in the past year of books borrowed from 
the State library or the Public Library Commission although the 
number has increased considerably over that of the previous 
year. The low postage rate of 1} cents per pound, now in use 
experimentally, is an inducement for further borrowing so that 
your librarian is planning to keep a record in the coming year, 
and wishes to acquaint you with the privilege of securing books 
which might not be available in our own library. 


We are now sending a basket of books periodically to the 
East Rindge school so that the children in that part of the Town 
have a better access to our juvenile reading material. 


The museum continues to attract visitors, which have num- 
bered about one hundred during the year, exclusive of the numer- 
ous visits of the school children. On Old Home Sunday the library 
was open in the afternoon for the friends coming back to renew 
old associations and in the fall an exhibition was held of some of 
the best of the 1938 publications for children. This last event 
gave to those interested, an opportunity to examine the books at 
leisure and is an aid in buying. 


Your librarian would like to add her plea to that of the 
Trustees that the Town will allow the funds with which to pro- 
tect the foundations of the building from the weakening influence 
of the water flowing into the basement in rainy periods. Many 
of our townspeople do not realize how valuable is this bit of 
property which we possess both in the building and its contents. 
If they did there would be no question about voting the propor- 
tionately small sum necessary to secure it for the future.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


I submit this, my twenty-first annual report, the thirty-fifth 
in the series under union supervision. 


The enrollment of the Rindge schools during the fall term 
of the present school year was 91. For the same period a year ago 
it was 84 and for the entire school year 1937-38 it was 89. 


The only change in the teaching force was in the upper grades 
at Rindge Center where Miss Hamblet gave up her position at the 
close of the school year in June. This position was filled by the 
election of Miss Mae Ruth Youngquist, a graduate of Keene 
Normal School, 1936, with two years of experience in the upper 
grades in Loudon, N. H. 


In October of the present school year Miss Margaret E. 
Harris, who has rendered efficient service as school nurse for 
several years, was obliged to give up her work in Rindge as her 
district was re-organized by taking out Richmond and Rindge, 
and adding Antrim and Stoddard. 


While it was with regret that we lost the services of Miss 
Harris in the Rindge schools, we were fortunate in securing the 
services of Mrs. Helen L. ‘Towne who has been carrying on her 
work as school nurse in Jaffrey for the past five years. 


The reports of Miss Harris from January 1, 1938 to October, 
1938, and of Mrs. ‘Towne from November, 1938 to January 31, 
1939 are submitted at this time, and are deserving of careful 
attention. 


Mrs. F. Emily Stebbins as music supervisor continues her 
work in an interesting and capable manner. 


‘The work of all the schools has been carried on with excell- 
ent results. As far as possible individual attention has been given 
to pupils needing extra help. 


All teachers attended the session of the State Teachers’ 
Association in Concord on October 2Ist, and also a general 
teachers’ meeting for the supervisory union held in the new Audit- 
orium in East Jaffrey on the evening of November 28th.
